JUNE  NOTES  ON  THE   FLOWERS 

uring  June,  spring  is  at  its  height  around  Mammoth,  with  only  the  hardiest  of  the  spring  flowers 
ing  on  the  Park  plateau;  still  some  blossoms  love  the  melting  snow  and  high  altitudes  so  well,  they 
ready  in  bloom  on  the  Continental  Divide,  and  along  the  Dunraven  Pass  road.  Some  of  our  earliest 
■s  such  as  the  spring  beauty,  follow  up  behind  the  melting  snow.  The  spring  beauty  blooms  about 
fioth  in  May,  on  the  Park  plateau  in  June,  and  in  July  is  still  drinking  snow  water  on  the  highest 
:ains.  All  our  flowers  are  extraordinarily  hardy  in  June,  capable  of  withstanding  frequent  falls  of 
rature  to  20°  F,  and  even  an  occasional  fall  five  degrees  farther,  and  then  thaw  out  in  the  bright 

ine  without  apparent  harm. 

upines,  rock  roses,  dwarf  sunflowers,  orchids,  iris,  bitterroot,  wild  roses,  wild  onions,  Solomon's  seal, 
le  earliest  of  the  Indian  paint  brush  are  in  bloom  below  6500  feet  altitude. 

^ild  geraniums,  penstemons  of  several  varieties,  two  species  of  forget-me-nots,  clematis,  dwarf  sun- 
's, a  few  fringed  gentians,  asters  of  several  kinds  (including  the  purple  variety),  and  wild  flax  are 
3m  between  6000  and  7000  feet  elevation. 

few  of  the  asters,  wild  flax,  and  fringed  gentians  can  be  found  between  7000  and  8000  feet  elevation. 
s  (blue,  yellow  and  white  varieties)  are  over  near  Mammoth  but  are  on  the  Park  plateau,  above  7300 
bove  sea  level.  Shooting  stars,  phlox  (both  white  and  tinged  with  blue  and  purplish),  spring  beauties, 
Dg-tooth  violets  are  numerous.  Marsh  marigolds  are  frequent  about  wet  and  springy  places.  Yellow 
ragons  are  abundant  near  warm  springs  and  the  streamlets  carrying  warm  water, 
/aterleaf  will  appear  before  the  end  of  the  month  in  sunny,  dry  spots,  especially  between  Silver  Gate 

olden  Gate,  and  on  Mt.  Washburn. 

ladder  pod  is  in  bloom  in  tiny  yellow  blossoms  close  to  the  white  ground  of  the  formation  at  Mam- 
Fringed  gentians  and  forget-me-nots  are  common  near  Orange  Spring. 

JUNE  NOTES  ON   GEOLOGY 

lh\\e  it  is  true,  geologically  speaking,  that  the  geysers  and  hot  springs  are  the  last  phase  of  volcanic 
ty,  this  should  occasion  no  anxiety.  The  time  taken  for  these  geological  changes  is  almost  inconceiv- 
md  as  far  as  our  geysers  and  hot  springs  are  concerned,  there  is  no  appreciable  difference  in  total 
ty  found  on  comparing  measurements  of  1871  with  those  taken  in  1922,  although  there  are  variations 
ne  of  the  geysers  and  hot  springs. 

t  Mammoth,  JUPITER  TERRACE  is  holding  its  great  improvement  and  beauty.  ANGEL  TERRACE 
y  beautiful  and  active  at  four  different  points,  but  its  appearance  has  changed  greatly  since  last  year. 
WHITE  ELEPHANT  is  holding  the  fine,  varied  color  that  it  acquired  in  1921.  At  the  ORANGE 
NG,  a  small  opening  has  formed  this  year  on  top  and  throws  a  tiny  jet  fifteen  inches  high;  the  small 
to  the  east  of  the  mound  continues  to  discharge  hot  water  surcharged  with  gas.  MOUND  TERRACE 
3LEOPATRA  TERRACE  continue  to  be  as  interesting  and  prominent  as  for  several  seasons. 
ilRVA  TERRACE  is  increasing  in  activity  and  has  a  very  fine  stalactitic  growth.  HYMEN  TERRACE 
ng  out  again. 

,t  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  the  CONSTANT  geyser  is  resuming  its  old  regularity,  playing  every  minute. 
VHIRLIGIG  continues  to  play  from  both  old  and  new  craters.  The  BATHTUBms  a  quiet,  boiling  pool 
ar  water.  The  MUD  GEYSER  has  changed  to  a  dirty,  boiling  pool.  The  MINUTEMAN  geyser  plays 
llarly  at  from  one  to  five  minute  interval.  The  MONARCH  has  not  played  for  over  a  year.  The 
ENTINE  plays  occasionally. 

'he  FOUNTAIN  geyser  is  not  active,  but  the  GREAT  FOUNTAIN  is  playing  as  usual  every  8-10  hours, 
he  WHITE  DOME  is  getting  stronger  and  plays  once  every  hour. 

n  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  the  intervals  of  OLD  FAITHFUL  are  from  60  to  70  minutes.  The  DAISY 
lues  to  play  quite  regularly  every  70-80  minutes.  The  GROTTO  plays  at  frequent  intervals,  but  there 
regularity  as  to  its  period  between  eruptions,  or  as  to  duration  of  eruptions.  The  GIANT  is  giving 
erful  displays  every  6-12  days.  The  GIANTESS  has  been  somewhat  erratic  lately  but  should  play 
r  two  to  four  weeks.  The  BEEHIVE  is  gradually  working  back  into  its  old  ways  after  a  year's  quies- 
■,  and  plays  once  or  twice  following  the  Giantess:  a  small  geyser  ten  feet  east  of  the  main  Beehive  cone 
twenty  minutes  before  the  larger  geyser  erupts.  A  new  geyser  that  promises  to  attract  a  great  deal 
;ention  has  begun  operations  about  300  feet  south  of  the  Giantess;  it  is  small  yet,  but  it  plays  regularly 
t  twenty  minutes.  The  GRAND  still  continues  its  wonderful  activity;  no  indicator  has  been  discovered, 
;his  geyser  plays  every  8-10  hours.  The  displays  last  15-30  minutes  and  consists  of  six  to  twelve 
•ate  eruptions.  The  CASTLE  usually  plays  three  to  five  times  at  one  day  interval  and  is  then  quiet 
week  or  so.  The  spurts  thrown  out  ten  to  thirty  feet  high  at  short  intervals  are  not  an  indication  of 
>aching  activity.  The  RIVERSIDE  geyser  has  shown  lately  a  regularity  that  is  truly  marvelous;  it  has 
aried  more  than  one  or  two  minutes  either  way  from  an  established  period  of  seven  hours.^  The  LONE 
il  geyser  is  giving  fine  displays  every  three  hours,  with  a  long  series  of  preliminary  eruptions  extend- 
ver  an  hour  and  a  half  before  each  main  eruption.

[OUNTAIN  SHEEP  are  on  the  high  mountains  but  occasionally  seen  near  Golden  Gate  and  on  Mt. 

burn.     Young  lambs  are  now  appearing  daily  on  the  mountains. 

NTELOPE  are  quite  frequent  near  Tower  Falls  and  Camp  Roosevelt.  The  little  kids  are  now  a  month 
id  quite  as  speedy  as  their  parents.     Horns  of  the  adults  are  full  grown. 

ILK  are  working  up  the  high  mountains  to  get  away  from  the  flies.  Bands  are  still  being  seen  near 
s;  in  the  open  spaces  near  the  Lake;  in  Hayden  valley;  and  the  grassy  slopes  of  Mt.  Washburn.     The 

are  still  covered  with  skin  and  only  partly  grown.  The  calves  are  appearing  all  through  this  month, 
arker  in  color  than  the  parents,  and  spotted  with  round  white  spots. 

)EER  might  be  seen  in  ones  and  twos  at  almost  any  point  throughout  the  trip.  Horns  are  still  covered 
skin  and  not  fully  grown.     The  fawns  are  a  month  old  and  spotted  with  white. 
IEAVER  are  shy  but  might  be  seen  at  almost  any  point  in  the  evening,  but  not  in  daytime.  In  Willow 

along  the  Firehole  River,  near  the  Yellowstone  River  bridge  below  Tower  Falls,  and  beside  the  road 
T.  J.  12  miles  from  that  junction  and  6  miles  from  Mammoth,  are  the  most  likely  places.     They  are 
eaving  their  houses  and  dams  to  lead  a  more  or  less  wandering  life  until  autumn. 
COYOTES  are  common  enough  and  often  seen,  but  wolves  and  mountain  lions  are  too  rare  to  accom- 

te  the  tourists. 

5LACK,  BROWN,  and  CINNAMON  BEARS  are  all  the  same  species,  just  as  we  have  black,  white 
ellow  cats.  They  are  beginning  to  appear  about  the  dumps  near  Old  Faithful  Lake,  Canyon,  and 
moth,  and  in  addition  might  be  seen  at  almost  any  point  along  the  roads  and  trails.  The  cubs  are  now 
;  four  months  old,  having  been  born  a  month  or  more  before  the  parents  left  their  places  of  hibern- 
,  No  matter  how  friendly  they  seem,  all  bears  are  subject  to  dangerous  fits  without  warning.   LEAVE

une  is  pre-eminently  the  month  of  birds'  nests  and  nesting.  A  few  of  the  earliest  youngsters  such  as 

ackers,  camp  robbers,  jays,  horned  owls,  killdeer  plover,  and  Canada  geese  have  already  appeared ; 

l  few  more  of  the  earliest  of  the  other  birds  will  appear  at  the  end  of  the  month;  but  still  the  great 

of  the  birds  will  be  nesting,  and  some  are  just  beginning  their  homes. 

'he  flood  of  song  so  characteristic  of  May  still  continues,  although  the  new  families  appearing  towards 

nd  of  the  month  demand  so  much  attention  of  the  parents  as  to  leave  less  and  less  time  for  singing. 

'he  gulls  and  pelicans  are  nesting  on  Molly  Island.   Too  early  for  young  to  appear  before  next  month. 

foung  ospreys  will  make  their  appearance  on  the  Gardiner  Canyon  nest;  in  July  the  eggs  on  the  nests 

/  Grand  View,  Inspiration  Point,  and  Artist  Point,  at  the  Canyon  are  due  to  hatch.     As  the  young 

ear  the  color  of  the  nest  floor,  you  will  have  to  look  very  carefully  to  make  them  out. 

^.  pair  of  bald  eagles  (our  national  bird)  have  had  a  nest  on  a  tree  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Yellowstone

]liff  swallows,  bluebirds,  and  robins  are  nesting  about  the  buildings  at  Mammoth;  bluebirds,  flickers, 

robins  are  nesting  about  Old  Faithful  Inn,  and  Brewer  blackbirds  on  the  meadow  nearby;  bluebirds 

esting  on  the  rafters  and  cliff  swallows  under  the  eaves  at  the  Canyon  Hotel.

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JULY   NOTES  ON   THE   FLOWERS 

During  July,  summer  is  at  its  height  around  Mammoth  and  Tower  Falls;  spring  flowers  are  blooming  on  the  Park 
iteau  but  some  of  our  flowers  love  the  high  altitudes  so  well,  they  are  already  blooming  up  to,  and  above  timber- 
e.  Some  of  our  earliest  flowers,  such  as  the  spring  beauty,  follow  up  behind  the  melting  snow.  The  spring 
auty  blooms  about  Mammoth  in  May,  on  the  Park  plateau  in  June,  and  in  July  is  still  drinking  snow  water  on 
e  highest  mountains.  All  our  flowers  are  hardy  in  July,  capable  of  withstanding  frequent  falls  of  temperature 
25°  F,  and  then  thaw  out  in  the  bright  sunshine  without  apparent  harm. 

Indian  paint  brush,  wild  Geraniums,  Waterleaf,  dwarf  Sunflowers  (Helianthella),  Asters,  wild  Roses  and  Lupines 
e  in  bloom  below  7000  feet  altitude.  Bitterroot  and  Rock  Roses  are  practically  over  for  this  season  between 
ammoth  and  Gardiner.     Strawberries  and  Gooseberries  should  be  ripe  below  7500  feet. 

On  the  Park  plateau  between  7500  and  8500  feet  levels,  Larkspur,  Wild  Flax,  Fringed  Gentians,  Yellow  water 
lies,  Indian  paint  brush,  White  Phlox,  Forget-me-nots,  Penstemons,  Lungwort,  Harebells,  and  yellow  Snapdrag- 
s  or  monkey  flowers  are  in  bloom.  Interesting  are  the  numerous,  large  beds  of  Little  Elephants  scattered 
roughout  the  wet  meadows  on  the  Park  plateau.  About  the  middle  of  July,  the  pine  pollen  will  be  falling  from 
e  pines,  and  a  heavy  wind  at  that  time  will  carry  great  masses  before  it  in  a  yellowish-green  cloud. 
On  the  high  mountains  above  8500  feet  level,  Buttercups,  Larkspur,  Chickweed,  Lupines,  Fringed  Gentians, 
hite  Phlox,  and  Beardtongue  are  in  bloom.  Columbines  are  common  in  forests  from  7000  to  9000  feet.  Fireweed 
lould  begin  about  the  10th,  Monkshood  on  the  Park  plateau  and  Goldenrdd  and  Sunflowers  near  Mammoth  after 
,e  20th.     A  border  of  Waterleaf  along  the  road  down  the  north  slope  of  Mt.  Washburn  is  a  very  wonderful  sight.

ANGEL  TERRACE  is  very 
eautiful  and  active  at  four  different  points.  The  WHITE  ELEPHANT  is  holding  the  fine,  varied  color  that  it 
squired  in  1921.  At  the  ORANGE  SPRING,  a  small  opening  has  formed  this  year  on  top  and  throws  a  tiny  jet 
fteen  inches  high;  the  small  cone  to  the  east  of  the  mound  continues  to  discharge  hot  water  surcharged  with  gas. 
[OUND  TERRACE  and  CLEOPATRA  TERRACE  continue  to  be  as  interesting  and  prominent  as  for  several 
masons.     MINERVA  TERRACE  has  a  very  fine  stalactitic  growth.     HYMEN  TERRACE  is  dying  out. 

At  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  the  CONSTANT  Geyser  is  playing  every  minute.  The  WHIRLIGIG  continues  to  play 
*om  both  old  and  new  craters.  The  BATHTUB  is  a  quiet,  boiling  pool  of  clear  water.  The  MUD  GEYSER  plays 
•ery  30  minutes  from  a  dirty,  boiling  pool.  The  MINUTEMAN  Geyser  plays  irregularly  at  from  one  to  five  minute 
iterval.    The  MONARCH  has  not  played  for  over  a  year.     The  VALENTINE  plays  occasionally. 

The  FOUNTAIN  Geyser  is  not  active,  but  the  GREAT  FOUNTAIN  is  playing  as  usual  every  8-10  hours,  and  the 
/HITE  DOME  is  getting  stronger  and  plays  once  every  hour. 

In  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  the  intervals  of  OLD  FAITHFUL  are. from  60  to  70  minutes.  The  DAISY  continues 
)  play  quite  regularly  every  70-80  minutes.  The  GROTTO  plays  at  frequent  intervals,  but  there  is  no  regularity 
s  to  its  period  between  eruptions,  or  as  to  duration  of  eruptions.  The  GIANT  is  giving  wonderful  displays  every 
-12  days.  The  GIANTESS  has  been  somewhat  erratic  lately  but  should  play  every  two  to  four  weeks.  The  BEE- 
IIVE  is  gradually  working  back  into  its  old  ways  after  a  year's  quiescence,  and  plays  once  or  twice  following  the 
liantess:  a  small  geyser  ten  feet  east  of  the  main  Beehive  cone  plays  twenty  minutes  before  the  larger  geyser 
rupts.  A  new  geyser  that  promises  to  attract  a  great  deal  of  attention  has  begun  operations  about  300  feet  south 
f  the  Giantess;  it  is  small  yet  but  it  plays  regularly  every  twenty  minutes.  The  GRAND  still  continues  its  won- 
erful  activity;  no  indicator  has  been  discovered,  but  this  geyser  plays  every  8-10  hours.  The  displays  last  15-30 
minutes  and  consists  of  six  to  twelve  separate  eruptions.  The  CASTLE  usually  plays  three  to  Ave  times  at  one 
ay  interval  and  is  then  quite  for  a  week  or  so.  The  spurts  thrown  out  ten  to  thirty  feet  high  at  short  intervals 
re  not  an  indication  of  approaching  activity.  The  RIVERSIDE  geyser  has  shown  lately  a  regularity  that  is  truly 
narvelous;  it  has  not  varied  more  than  a  few  minutes  either  way  from  a  long  established  period  of  seven  hours. 
-he  LONE  STAR  Geyser  is  giving  fine  displays  every  three  hours,  with  a  long  series  of  preliminary  eruptions  ex 
ending  over  an  hour  and  a  half  before  each  main  eruption.
